The  President  submitted  his  annual  report,  which  was 
read  and  adopted,  after  which  the  committee  on  Pastors 
Reipiorts  was  named. 

Upon  motion  Rev.  B.  F.  Griffin  was  elected  Statistical 
Secretary  with  the  privilege  of  calling  an  assistant. 

It  was  mcved  and  carried  that  1:30  p.  m.  be  the  time 
fixed  for  Dr.  E.  A.  Sexsmith  to  address  the  Conference. 

Motion  prevailed  to  adjourn  for  the  opening  sermon 
which  was  fittingly  delivered  by  Rev.  Stephen  B.  Williams, 
of  the  Monroe  Church. 

Benediction  by  Rev.  W.  M.  Piatt. 

Afternoon  Session 

Conference  called  to  crder  by  the  President.  Devo- 
tionals  by  Rev.  G.  J.  L.  Brown. 

The  Roll  was  called  and  corrected,  after  which  the 
Secretary  announced  the  appointive  committees. 

The  hour  having  arrived.  Dr.  E.  A.  Sexsmith,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Young  People's  Work,  addressed  the  Confer- 
ence in  the  interest  of  the  General  Boards. 

Upon  moticn  the  suggested  Constitution  for  Annual 
Conference  Boards  of  Young  People's  Work  submitted  to 
the  Conference  by  Dr.  Sexsmith,  was  adopted. 

Dr.  T.  H.  Lewis,  President  of  Thei  General  Conference, 
addressed  the  Conference  in  the  General  Interest  of  The 


Denomination,  also  submitting  the  several  Overtures,  which 
were  handed  down  by  the  General  Conference  and  upon 
motion  the  Overtures  were  adopted. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  Conference  Presi- 
dent be  authorized  to  attend  the  President's  Council,  and 
the  Conference  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  one-half  of 
his  expenses  out  of  the  Conference  Fund. 

Upon  motion  the  Conference  Secretary  was  instruct- 
ed to  mail  out  with  the  Conference  Minutes  six  hundred 
copies  of  **Make  It  Plain,"  a  sermon  preached  at  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  by  Dr.  T.  H.  Lewis. 

The  hour  of  the  day  having  arrived,  the  Conference 
entered  into  the  election  of  Officers.  The  Chair  appointed 
P.  A.  Smart,  L.  J.  Over  street,  L  L.  Yeager  as  tellers  of  the 
election,  Dr.  T.  H.  Lewis,  President  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence, presiding.

Upon  motion  the  hour  of  Ordination  was  fixed  for 
Saturday  night  immediately  after  the  evening  sermon. 

The  reports  of  H.  H.  Cantley  and  J.  F.  Reid,  Confer- 
ence Missionaries,  were  read  and  adopted. 

H.  A.  Cherry  submitted  his  report,  which  was  read 
and  adopted. 

Upon  motion  any  further  communication  was  referr- 
ed to  Committee  on  Pastors  Reports. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  all  the  Laymen  to- 
gether with  the  President,  constitute  the  Stationing  and 
Boundary  Committee. 

Moved  and  carried  to  adjourn  until  9:00  a.  m.  Satur- 
day. 

Friday  evening  the  pulpit  was  filled  by  Dr.  E.  A.  9ex- 
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smith,  Secretary  of  the  Board   of   Young   People's   Work. 
This  great  sermon  was  an  inspiration  to  all  present.     '

Conference  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Devo- 
tionals  by  Rev.  I.  A.  Patton. 

Roll  called  and  corrected.  Minutes  of  iprevious  day's 
session  read  and  approved. 

Upon  motion,  the  Program  for  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence Budget  Council,  submitted  to  the  Conference  by  Dr. 
T.  H.  Lewis,  was  adopted. 

At  this  time  Dr.  E.  A.  Sexsmith  again  addressed  the 
Conference  in  the  interest  of  the  Young  People's  Work,  and 
various  other  phases  of  the  Denominational  Work.

Just  to  say  we  have  been  blessed  this  year  does  not 
express  my  feelings,  for  our  Heavenly  Father  has  been  ex- 
cieedingly  kind  to  us,  leaving  our  ranks  unbroken  in  the 
home  iield  for  another  year.  How^ever,  we  were  made  to 
weep  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  as  one  of  our  Mission- 
aries whi:i  had  retu-rned  to  America  to  recuperate  in  health, 
was  only  permitted  to  stay  with  us  a  few  days,  when  God 
translated  her  to  the  home  above. 

We  have  many  things  to  be  thankful  for  as  we  come 
up  from  the  different  parts  of  our  conference,  and  I  am 
sure  we  have  already  forgotten,  many  of  the  things  that 
made  the  load  heavy. during  the  year  that  has  just  passed 
into  history,  as  we  think  of  the  great  Cause  we  represent, 
and  that  we,  though  limited  in  our  ability,  have  had  a  lit- 
tle part  in  helping  to  advance  that  great  cause.

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Resolutions 

In  order  that  we  may  act  in  harmonious  co-operation  with  the 
Budget  Council  appointed  by  the  recent  General  Conference  in 
raising  the  Budget,  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  hereby  resolves, 

1.  That  the  assessment  of  the  apportionment  for  the  Budget 
laid  to  this  confererce  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  charges,  as  a  sep- 
arate assessment,  and  on  the  basis  of  financial  ability  and  member- 
ship. 

2.  That  the  president,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  this  confer- 
ence shall  constitute  the  Annual  Conference  Budget  Council.  These 
persons  shall  have  power  to  add  to  their  number  as  many  as  may 
seem  convenient  and  necessary.  The  Council  thus  constituted  shall 
adopt  plans  for  raising  the  budget  throughout  the  district.  These 
plans  shall  be  submitted  to  the  conference  for  approval,  and  when 
approved  it  shall  be  obligatory  upon  all  pastors  to  put  them  into 
effect  and  do  everything  in  their  power  to  make  them  success'Iul. 

3.  The  president,  as  chairman  of  the  Council,  shall  make  it  his 
special  business  to  direct  the  operations  of  the  plans  for  raising  the 
budget.  Whenever  it  appears  that  no  satisfactory  progress  is  being 
made  by  pastors,  the  president  or  some  other  member  of  the  Council 
shall  by  correspondence  or  by  personal  visit  endeavor  to  supplement 
the  work  of  the  pastor.  The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  for  the 
j=ervice  o    the  Budget  Councilor  to  help  in  this  work. 

4.  Every  pastor  shall  report  monthly  to  the  Annual  Conference 
Budget  Council  the  progress  of  the  work  on  his  charge  in  the  matter 
of  the  budget.  At  the  end  of  the  year  if  he  has  not  raised  the  full 
amount  of  the  budget  he  shall  state  in  open  conference  what  effort 
he  has  made  and  how  far  he  succeeded.  The  Conference  shall  then 
take  such  action  as  may  seem  judicious. 

5.  The  Annual  Conference  Budget  Council  shall  report  monthly 
to  the  Budget  Councilor  appointed  for  that  Conference  area.  This 
report  may  be  made  by  the  president  or  the  secretary  or  the  treas- 
urer, as  may  be  determined  by  the  Council  itself,  and  may  consist  of 
duplicates  of  reports  received  from  pastor^s  or  in  some  other  form. 

6.  The  Annual  Conference  Budget  Council  shall  give  free  ac- 
cess and  assistance  to  the  Budget  Councilor  in  his  efforts  to  reach 
pastors  and  churches  v/ith  literature  and  other  helpful  suggestions 
and  plans,  so  that  nothing  conflicts  with  plans  already  adopted  by 
the  Annual  Conference.

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SUGGESTED   CONSTITUTION    FOR 

ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BOARDS  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE^S  WORK 

Article  I — Name 

This  Board  shall  be  called  the   Board   of  Young  People's   Work 

of  the   Louisiana   Annual   Conference. 

« 

Article  II — Composition 

This  Board  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members  to  be  chosen 
as  follows:  Three  to  elected  by  the  Annual  Conference.  Three  to 
be  elected  by  the  Young  People  at  their  annual  gathering.  The  sev- 
enth member  to  be  elected  by  the  six  members  herein  provided  'for. 
Provided  further  that  the  members  of  this  Board  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected,  and  that  they  shall  have  power  to 
fill  sich  vacancies  as  may  occur  during  the  year. 

Article)  III — Duties  of  the  Board 

This  Board  shall  have  charge  of  the  Inspirational  and  Educa- 
tional activities  of  our  Young  People,  providing  for  Young  People's 
Institutes,  Rallies  and  such  other  gatherings  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  training  of  our  Young  People. 

Article  IV — Officers  and  their  Duties 

This  Boar(}   shall  elect  the   following   officers: 

1 — A  Chairman  from  among  their  members,  who  shall  be 
recognized  as  the  President  of  the  Young  People's  Work 
of  the  Annual  Conference. 

2 — A  Secretary  and  Treasurer  from  their  members  or  other- 
wise  as  they  may  choose. 

3 — Where  it  is  deemed  advisable  they  shall  elect  a  Dean  of 
the  Young  People's  Institute.  Provided  that  when  such 
isi  not  done,  the  President  of  the  Board  shall  acts  as  such. 

4 — They  shall  have  power  to  create  such  Departments  and 
select  Superintendents  for  the  same  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  carrying  on  the  work.  Provided  however,  that 
these  Superintendents  shall  have  an  advisory  relation  to 
this  Board  but  shall  not  become  members,  by  the  virtue 
of  their  office. 

5 — The  duties  of  the  above  officers  shall  be  such  as  usually 
pertain  to  the    same.  ^ 

Article  V — Reports 

This  Board  shall  make  a  report  annually  to  the  Young  People's 
gathering  and  the  Annual  Conference,  through  its  President  and 
Treasurere  regarding  its  work   and  financial  condition. 
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Article  VI — Finances 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annual  Conference  to  provide  plans 
for  adequately  financing  the  Young-  People's  Work  of  the  Conference. 
Upon   motion   the    above    paper   was    adopted.

Resolved,  That  the  General  Cbnference  of  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church  in  session  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  May  21st,  1924,  hereby  adopts 
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and  submits  to  the  Annual  Conferences  the  following  Overtures  for 
altering  the   Constitution: 

First  Overture.  Article  IV  (Four),  (Section  3  (Three). 
Strike  out  and  amend  so  that  the  whole  section  shall  read: 
**3.  Each  church  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  build,  lease,  sell,  rent, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  church  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  when  authorized  by  the  affirmative 
vot2  of  a  majority  of  all  the  qualified  members  of  the  church;  pro- 
vided that  said  vote  be  given  in  person  at  a  meeting  publicly  called 
for  the  purpose  four  weeks  in  advance. 

Second  Overt: re,  Article  VIII  (Eight,  Section  3  (Three). 
Strike  out  the:  whole  section  and  insert  as  section  3  (Three)*. 
"3.  The  representatives  to  which  each  district  may  be  entitled  shall 
be  elected  on  Friday  at  two  o'clock  P.  M.,  at  the  meeting  of  the  An- 
nual Conlerence  next  preceding  the  sitting  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence, by  the  ministers  and  delegates  belonging  to  said  Annual  Con- 
ference. The  ministers  and  delegate  shall  vote  as  one  body,  and  a 
majority  of  the  whole  vote  shall  constitute  an  election.  But  if  a  ma- 
jority of  the  ministers,  or  a  majority  of  the  delegates  demand  it, 
the  ministers  and  delegates  shall  vote  separately,  and  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  both  ministers  and  delegates  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  constitute   an   election." 

Third  Overture.     Article  VIII   (Eight),  Section  5   (Five): 
Strike   out  the  words   "five   members"   and   insert  in   the   same 
place    instead    the    following:    "a    majority    of    the    ministers,    or    a 
majority  of  the  delegates  present." 

Fourth   Overture.     Article   XI    (Eleven). 

Under  the  paragraph  entitled  "Conference  Steward,"  strike 
out  the  word  *' Steward"  in  the  title  and  also  in  the  first  Hme,  and; 
insert     instead  in  both  places  the  word  "Treasurer." 

Fifth  Overture.  Article  XIV  (Fourteen),  Section  3  (Three). 
Strike  oit  in  lines  ten  and  eleven  the  words,  "or  who  have 
ceased  to  take  an  interest  in  the  church."  At  the  end  of  the  section, 
after  the  period,  add  the  following:  "But  any  person  whose  name 
has  been  dropped  shall,  upon  application  to  the'  pastor,  have  Wis 
name  restored." 

Upon   motion   the    above    overtures   were    adopted.

The  Sunday  School  literature  furnished  by  our  own  publish- 
ing houses  should  be  used  in  every  Sunday  School  connected  with 
the  appointments  in  the  Louisiana  CoTJference,  and  the  pastors  are 
enjoined  to  see  that  this  is  done.

Obeying  this  command  the  great  Methodist  movement  was 
launched,  and  we  are  happy  to  be  a  part  of  that  great  awakening, 
and  since  that  time  our  fathers  and  we  have  in  a  measure  tried  to 
carry  that  commission  into  effect,  and  a  marvelous  work  has  been 
accomplished. 

4th.  Our  opportunities  both  at  home  ard  abroad  are  great,  and 
we  have  a  great  advantage  over  the  past  years  and  our  responsibili- 
ties are  much  greater  now  than  ever  before,  and  we  must  enter  more 
heartily  into  the  work  of  this  great  new  day.

Rules  of  Order 

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on  the  day 
and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting  the  Devotional  Services. 
The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  afler  which  the  President  shall  read 
the  Annual  Report. 

iSection  2.  On  the  morning  ot  the  second  day  the  names  of  all 
pastors  and  chairman  of  committees  shall  be  called  and  as  their 
names  are  called  they  shall  deposit  their  report  with  the  Secretary, 
said  reports  to  be  dispensed  with  properly. 

Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the  Con- 
ference he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to  whom  it  is  as- 
signed. 

Section  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written,  if  the 
President  and   Secretary  request. 

Section  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  introduc- 
ed and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is  read  by  the  Secretary 
or  is  state  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of 
the  Conference  any  time  before  the  amendment  or  decision. 

Section  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall 
be  taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained 
until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of,  which  may  be 
done  by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of  the  following  motions 
shall  intervene,  which  are  placed  namely:  First,  indefinite  pospone- 
ment;   Second,  laying  on  the  table;   Third,  referred  to   a  committee; 
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Fourth,    postponemert    to    a    given    time;    Fifth,    substitute;     Sixth, 
amendment.     A  substitute  or  amendment  may  be  amended. 

Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  to 
deliver  afny  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise  and  respect- 
'fully  address  the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized 
by  him. 

Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking  ex- 
cept by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  vs^hen  he  departs  from  th6 
question  or  uses  personalities,  or  disrespectjgul  language;  but  any 
member  may  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when 
he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  when 
he  thinks  himself   misrepresented. 

Section  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  question  of 
privilege  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President  shall  have  decided  it  a 
privileged  question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of 
the  Conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than  once  until 
every  member  choosing  to  speak  have  spoken;  provided,  however, 
that  the  mover  of  a  resolution,  or  a  committee  making  a  report,  shall 
in  all  cases, be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resoliution  shall  have  been  acted 
upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who 
voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration,  but  J' mo- 
tion to  re-consider  is  a  non-debatable  motion,  and  must  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Confer- 
ence without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question 
who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  Presi- 
dent, except  by  leave  of  the  Con'fereince,  when  he  shall  be  necessa- 
rily absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time  the 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote  unless  the  Conference  for  special 
reason,  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for  the 
ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,  and  if  the  call 
be  sustained  by  one -third  of  the  members  present,  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 
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Section  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate  or  any  measure  pending  before  the  Confer- 
ence, except  in;  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  rebate. 

I  I  Section  19.  The  President  shall  apoint  the  chairman  of  commit- 

I  i  tees  on  subjec'ts  of  general  interest  and  notify  each  chairman  of  his 

appointment  at  least  ten  days  beifore  each  session  of  Conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  appointed 
one  year  in  advance,  ,and  meet  at  next  Annual  Conference  one  day 
prior  to  convening  of  that  body,  and  that  the  undergraduates  meet 
said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies. 
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Seetion  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate  or  any  measure  pending  before  the  Confer- 
ence, except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  rebate. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  apoint  the  chairman  of  commit- 
tees an;  subjec'ts  of  general  interest  and  notify  each  chairman  of  his 
appointment  at  least  ten  days  beifore  each  session  of  Conference. 

Seetion  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  appointed 
one  year  in  advance,  ,and  meet  at  next  Ajnnual  Conference  one  day 
prior  to  convening  oi  that  body,  and  that  the  undergraduates  meet 
said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies. 
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THE  METHODIST  PROTESTNAT  QUADRILATERAL 

There  are  four  great  ideals  which  point  the  way,  I 
believe,  to  the  prosperity,  effic^'ency  and  permanence  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

They  are : 

1.  A  full-time  pastorate. 

2.  Fully  organized  churches. 

3.  A  genuine  budget. 

4.  Denominational  integration. 

1.  I  mean  by  the  first,  that  every  pastoral  charge 
should  have  a  pastor  living  among  his  people,  and 
devoting  his  whole  time  to  them.  This  involves,  of 
course,  a  sufficient  faiancial  support  from  the  people. 

Of  the  nearly  1200  ministers  in  our  church,  less 
than  500  are  full-time  pastors. 

2.  I  mean  by  the  second,  that  every  church,  however 
small,  should  carry  on  all  the  departments  of  Chris- 
tian work.  The  right  to  be  a  church  involves  the 
responsibility  to  do  what  the  church  was  organized 
to  do.    This  ideal  depends  upon  the  preceding  one. 

One  has  but  to  compare  the  number  of  our 
churches  with  the  number  of  Sunday  Schools, 
C.  E.  and  Missionary  Societies,  and  so  on,  to  see 
how  few  of  our  churches  are  really  organized. 

3.  I  mean  by  the  third,  that  a  true  and  full  estimate  of 
the  expense  of  carrying  on  the  church  should  be 
made  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  that  this  esti- 
mate should  include  as  well  the  expense  of  carrying 
on  the  denomination,  (for  the  denomination  can 
get  money  only  from  the  local  churches)  ;  and  that 
this  estimate  should  be  accepted  by  every  church  as 
a  genuine  obligation.  This  ideal  depends  upon  the 
two  preceding. 

We  have  many  churches  which  make  no  prom- 
ises to  pay  even  to  the  pastor.  We  have  seven 
annual  conferences  which  average  two  cents 
per    member    per    year    to    the    denomination. 

4.  I  mean  by  the  fourth,  that  every  church  should  tie 
itself  up  with  the  denomination  in  sympathy,  pray- 
er and  effort.  No  denomination  can  exist  by  itself. 
It  must  be  built  up  by  its  churches,  and  it  will  nev- 
er be  any  stronger  than  they  make  it.  Building  it 
up  is  integration.  Doing  nothing  for  it  is  disinte- 
gration. This  ideal  depends  upon  the  other  three. 
The  pastor  for  the  churches,  the  churches  for  the 
denomination,  and  all  for  Christ.
